Only Real Enthusiasm of Con- 
vention Manifested When 
Root Referred to Hanna, 


CONVENTION 1S COLD 
TQ THE PRESIDENT 


Efforts Are Being Made To Work Up 
Enthusiasm, But the Task Is a 
Hard One—Root’s ‘Key Note’”’ 
Speech Provoked But 
Few Cheers.

Chicago, June 21.—(Specia].)—The re- 
publican national committee manifested 
a thorough appreciation of the conditions 


here when it selected as a proper per- 
son to invoke the divine blessings upon 
this convention a clerical gentleman 
named Frost. 

The spirit of the Rev. Mr. Frost, per- 
vaded the first day’s proceedings from 
start to finish. This spirit manifested 
Itself in the absolute lack of real en- 
thusiasm save at the mention of one 
man, and he is déad. It was particularly 
in evidence during the long speech which 
goes forth as the keynote of the repub- 
lican campaign but that is hardly to be 
wondered at since in the opinion of the 
politicians of his party this man who 
sounded that keynote, Elihu Poot, is the 
“coldest ever,’ and this convention is 
made up of politicians. Neither in Mr. 
Root himself nor in the cause he frepre- 
sented was there anything to evoke even 
a show of enthusiasm of the part of the 
convention which declined to demonstrate 
over Théodore Roosevelt any more than 
it did over his brainy but iceberg ex- 
secretary of war. 

Cheers for Hanna. 

The one name that was sincerely, 
heartily cheered was that of Marcus A. 
Hanna. It was Senator Hanna’s name 
which brought the first outburst. This 
was when Clerk Johnny Malloy had con- 
cluded the reading of the official call 
for the convention which bore the signa- 
ture of the man who as chairman of the 
national committee did more than al! 
others to bring about the republican vic- 
tories im 1896 and 1900. And the one 
time that ex+Secretary Root brought the 
convention to its feet was when, pointing 
to the great oil painting hanging over the 
platform, he eulogized Hanna, This Han- 
na portrait js the one notable feature of 
the decorations in the big coliseum. Of 
heroic size, it hangs in the most promi- 
nent place in the hall and with its set- 
ting of cathedral-like electric lights stands 
out as the sacred Ikon of the republican 
party. It was originally intended that

Negro League Calls on Re- 
publicans for Action 


—— 


Speeches Made Aimed at What Ne- 
groes Termed Political Slavery 
Now in Vogue in Southern 
States—Will Present Plank 
to Convention. 


—— 


Chicago, June 2!.—The adoption of a 
plank declaring the republican party op- 
pesed to al] forms of disfranchiscment, 
founded on caste and race prejudice, will 
be asked by the National Negro Suf- 
frage League. 

The league has held its second annual 
convention at the Institutional African 
Methodist church. The convention 
‘named James H. Hayes, of Virginia; J. 
R. Clifford, of West Virginia, and James 
B. Dixon, of Rhode Island, as a com- 
mittee to wait upon the republican com- 
mittee on resSlutions with the following 
declaration for the party: 

“The right of suffrage should not be 
withheld wherever intelligence and a 
‘leyal regard for the spirit and the aims 
of the constitution are manifested. 
Whenever it is denied for reasons that 
do not apply to an understanding of the 
responsibilities of citizenship, a due re- 
gard for life, property and the perpetu- 
ation of popular government, the act 1s 
in direct conflict with the intent and let- 
ter of the constitution of the United 
States. The republican party. therefore, 
is opposed to all forms of disfranchise- 
ment founded on caste and race preju- 
dices.”’ 

This was signed by the lIecague’s com- 
mittee, including James E, Giles, Ala- 
bama; J. C. Carter, Virginia; G. H. Reid, 
Maryland, and James Church, North 
Carolina. 

The report of the committee was unan- 
imously adopted and several speeches 
were directed against the alleged politi- 
cal slavery of the south.

Tariff Plank Giving Republicans 
Lols of Trouble 


Effort Being Made to Produce Em- 
inently “Stand Pat’? Declaration 
Which Will Also Hold Out 
Promise for Revision 
When “Necessary.”’ 


Chicago, June 2!.—When the subcom- 
mittee of the resolutions conimittee met 
Senator Lodge fer the first time pre- 
sented his draft of a platform saying 


that it was intended largely as a basis 


for action by the committee, 

His draft included a plank strongly 
commending the established republican 
policy of the tariff and presenting in 
terse language the necessity for main- 
taining the protective policy {n the inter- 
est of American labor and American 
industries. Added to this was a declara- 
tion committing the party to a read- 
justment of schedules if found to be 
desirable in the future. 

The tariff plank is attracting more at- 
tention than any other feature of the 
platform and members of the subcommit- 
tee think that no agreement wil] be 
reached until a very late hour. Already 


questions have been raised as to the! 


wording of the plank, and Representative 
Dalzell and Senator Hansbrough are op- 
nosing the clause relating to reciproc- 
itv 

Mr. Dalzell does not want any reference 
tn the subject while Senator Hansbrough 
is contending for the suggestion contain- 
ed in his resolution that an adiustment 
of the tariff should be made with regard 
to enlarged commercial relations with 
foreign countries. The reciprocity clause 
is urged by those who recall that it was 
in the last speech of President McKin- 
Jey and that the republicans should in- 
dotse that portion of his policy. 

The great effort !s to make the tariff 
plank a “stand pat’’ declaration, and at 


'the same time hold out a promise for re- 


vision ‘‘when necessary.’”’ How to work 
the revision clause has been giving the 
republican leaders some concern for sev- 
eral days and the subcommittee on reso- 
lutions finds it the most vexatious ques- 
tinn hefore it 

There was also a mild declaration on 
the subject of reciprocity and a_ pro- 
nouricement against trusts, but with a 
regervation in the interest of establich- 
ed, legitimate industries. In this connec- 
tion it congratulated the party upon the 
legislation on the trast question, which 
has been secured since Mr. Roosevelt be- 
came president. 

There were also planks daling with the 
iethmian canal and the policy of the 
United States toward Cuba, upon which 
the republican party 1s felicitated. Jt 
also contained a declaration {in favor 
of encenraging American shipving. 

The original draft of the platform con- 
tained no reference to the question of 
polygamy. and at a late hour the ques- 
tion had not been taken up by the com- 
mittee. Senator Smott, who has been 
giving close attention to the matter, 
says there will be no utterance whatever 
concerning it. 

The subcommittee on resolutions ad- 
journed at 12:50 o'clock a. m. 

The chairman announced that the com- 
mittee had concluded the platform and 
was ready to report to the full commit- 
tee at 10 o’clock this morning. 

“Not one word as to the platform,” 
was Chairmen Vodge’s statement when 
asked for bulletins. 

The document contains about 2,300 
words and was agreed to unanimously 
by the subcommittee. 

The tariff plank as finally agreed on af- 
ter an especially strong. reiteration of 
the republican policy of protection, an- 
nounces a wilingness to change the 
schedules “whenever busines® cond» 
tions demand the change,’’ but the opin- 
ion is expressed that all changes should 
be along protection lines.

J will file | 
with the committee this paper contain- 
ing the statement I have just made.”

been read when S. Fred Nixon, objected 
to the amendment to the first rule, which 
gives as future representation for Alas- 
ka six votes instead of four as at pres- 
ent. 
increase {In votes given to territories was 
simply throwing into their hands the con- 
trol of the convention in event of a close 
contest. 

“The democratic convention of 1896," 
he said, ‘‘wag controlled on the silver 
question by the votes of the territories 
and to my mind it is high time that we 
cut down the representation in conven- 
tion, not only of the territorles where no 
electoral vote Is registered, but In Such 
states as always cast their electoral ovtes 
for the democratic ticket.’’

| Chicago, June 2!.—The republican nae 
‘tional convention, the thirteenth in the 
party's history, met in the Coliseum ar 
noon today and organized. 
climax, the nominations, will not be 
‘Teached until the third day. Senator 
Depew calls today a “curtain raiser” for 
the more serious drama of tomorrow and 
Thursday. The curtain raiser was in it- 
self an absorbing production. 

Weather predictions were disturbing, 
‘There was a suggestion of rain in the 
air, and the sun had a struggle all the 
morning with clouds banked up over the 
lake. Fresh breezes from the northwest 
cooled the temperature, but in doors, out 
of reach of the breeze, tne day was hot. 

_ Five acres of seats under the arches 
of the Coliseum, began to fill by half past 
10 o’clock. The interest that had for 
two days eddied gently around 50 State 
street, or territorial headquarters, concen- 
‘trated upon these five steel covered acres, 
or rather upon that fragment of an acre 
of delegates’ chairs painted green in front 
of a crimson‘ carpeted rostrum set with 
‘Flemish oak furniture. The table was a 
solid piece, fit to stand the blows to be 
beat upon it. 

| As the lines of delegates and other 
ticket holders entered from .nany en- 
trances the watchers outside grew into a 
multitude, and some hearts burned over 
fruitless plannings for admission. But 
‘most of those outside were satisfied with 
‘the mild thrill of being in the neighbor- 
‘hood of where large things were to be 
done.

Colisium Not Historic. 

The Coliseum is not yet historic. It 
has been a place for roller skating, balls 
and the circus, yet old convention hands 
thought it the begt proportioned and ar- 
ranged convention hall in the United 
States.

At every election, the regulation of 
trusts had been the football of campaign 
oratory and the subject of many insin- 
cére declarations.

No investment in lawful] bus!- 
ness hag been jeopardized, no fair and 
honest enterprise has been injured, but it 
ig certain that wherever the constitutional 
power of the national government reaches 
trusts are being practically regulated and 
curbed within lawful bounds as they 
never have been before, and the men of 
small capital are finding in the efficiency 
and skil] of the national department of 
justice a ge meee they never had before 
against the crushing effect of unlawful 
combinations. 

‘When the last national convention met 
the Philippines also were under military 
rule.

of whites, but this cannot be expected 
normally, nor is it fair to expect it. With 
the colored troops there should always be 
some of their own officers; whereas with 
the white regulars, and with my own 
Rough Riders, experience showed 
the non-commissioned officers eould 
usually carry on the fight by themselves 
if they were once started, no matter 
whether their officers were killed or not. 


There were other references to these 
troops which were not enjoyed by par- 
tisans of the colored troops who have 
‘always held that but for their timely 
‘aid the Rough Riders would have been 
| wiped out of existence in those fate- 
\ful days. 

But what good can come from the 
renewal of this discussion at this time 
we fail to see. While it is true that 
‘there was at one time a disposition on 
the part of the colored people to criti- 
cise the colonel of the Rough Riders 
‘for his estimate of the soldiers of their 
race, he has, as president, more than 
-atoned for his frankness in that direc- 
‘tion by fidelity to his policy of putting 
‘negroes into federal offices. That is of 
/more importance in the eyes of the ne- 
| gro politicians than anything relating 
‘to the valor of the colored troops.

Cruisers Now Back in 


Three 
Vladivostok Harbor. 


Vice Admiral Beyohnogzoff Had Com- 


mand in Daring Cruise Made by 
Three Warships—Hitachi Dis- 
obeyed Orders to Stop Be- 
fore Russians Fired. 


Viadivogtok, June 21.—Lying in the 
harbor are the three Russian cruisers 


which have just returned from their suc- 
cessful raid in the Japanese sea and 
straits of Korea. 


Vice Admiral Bezobrazoff took the 
equadron out June 12. The first day 
the warshins ere fog-bound. Thev 
reached the Korean straits June !5 and 
were sighted and watched by a fast 
three-masted Jananese cruijser. 


Off Tsu island the Russians pursed a 
vessel resembling a yacht, which es- 
eaped 1. shore. They sank the Janan- 
ese transport Idseuni off Kotzu island 
The Idsumi wae bringing back tnvalided 
soldiers from Port Dalny, 105 of whom 
were rescued by one of the Russian 
cruisers, f 

The Japanese transports Hitachi and 
Sado were next sighted and enen after 
the Hitachi, which wae filled with troops. 
Gisregarding the signal to stop. put on 
full speed. The Russian cruisers there- 
wpon opened fire on the Hitachi, erip- 
pling her engines and setting her decks 
afiame. Still the Japanese refused to 
haul down their flag. The vessel wars 
then seen to heel over and hundreds of 
the Jananese jumped into the sea. They 
were all drowned. The Hitachi was then 
eunk bv a torpedo. 

The Sado obeyed the summons to stop. 
She carried 1,380 coolles for railroad 
work im Korea; 1.200 tons of coal. 1.000 
tons of rice, railroad and_ telegraph 
equipment, a hundred horses and a large 
amount of specie. The specie was 
thrown overboard by the purser. 

Besides ten boats, the Sado carried 
twelve rafts. each capable of carrying 
100 men. As so0n as the crew were 
ordered to leave the ships the coolies 
rushed on deck. filled the boats and 
headed them for the coast. Admiral 
Bezobrazoff sent boats to the Sado to 
take off the children and officers. 

Captain Oguero. twelve military of- 
ficers, and three Englishmen in the Jap- 
anese service came, the others refusing 
to leave the ship. The Russians have 
done everything possible to save the 
lives of those on board, discharged two 
torpedoes against the vessel. 

A heavy squall broke at that time and 
hid the sinking transport from view. 
A three-masted Japanese cruiser wit- 
nessed the whole affair. The Russians 
caught her wireless messages. The ap- 
paratus on the enemy's cruiser worked 
incessantly and messages were. recorded 
on board the Russian cruisers and were 
translated by some of the Japanese 
prisoners. One message read: 

“The Russians are in the straits; 
for safety.’’

The Russians vainly tried to catch the

The prize court is certain to condemn 
the British collier Allenton, captured by 
the Russian squadron during the raid. 
She came out at the beginning of the 
war and went around the cape of Good 
Hope, so as to avoid the squadron of 
Vice Admiral Wirenus, and then’*engaged 
in ecarrving Japanese coal from Muraon 
to Sasebo, Japan, The cargoes were 
nominally consigned in each case to 
British firms at Hong-Kong and Singa- 
pore. 

The Sado, according to Japanese ac- 
counts, did not founder. She was beached 
on the east coast of Okino island, and 
was eventually pulled off and towed to 
port.

Officers Have Taken Exceptions at 


Statements of Rev. Crawford 
Jackson. 

Turnkeys Bostick and Jolly, on duty at 
headquarters, are considerably 
wrought up over a signed statement pub- 
lished by Crawford W. Jackson to the 
effect that a boy pifoner was mercilessly 
whipped in police barracks uu. oe adult 
prisoner.

“No child has ever been whipped here 
during the two and one-half years that 
1 have been turnkey unless it was or- 
Gered by the court and concurred in by 
the parents of the child,” said Turnkey 
tostick yesterday afternoon. “Any report 
to the contrary is untrue, 

“Judge Broyles has given parents the 
alternative of whipping their children or 
of having them sent to the stockade, and 
they generally give the child the whip. 
ping. When the mother has been a frail 
woman and physically unable to adminis- 
ter a whipping she fas always consented 
to allow one of the janitors to do the 
laying on of the strap, while she stood 
hy to see it wel] done. No child, within 
my knowledge, has ever been whipped 
unmercifully, and When Mr. Jackson 
makes a statement to this effect he should 
give names and dates, an not ailow ali 
of the officers here to be subjected to 
criticism.”’ 

“No child has ever been whipped by an 
officer or by @ prisoner while I was in 
charge of the prison,” said Turnkey 
Jolly. “We treat all of the cxriren In as 
kind a manner as possible and Mr. Jack- 


son is evidently ‘talking through his hat’ 


when he charges that a child was whip- 
ped unmercifully by an adult prisoner.”’ 
In all gases where children have been 
whipped at police headquarters a small, 
ligt strap was used and the whippings

GENERAL RAIN IS NEEDED. 


Crops in All Sections. of State Are 
Suffering From Dry Weather. 
According to the crop bulletin for the 
week ending June 20, the crops of Geor- 
gia are badly in need of a general rain. 
The weather conditions of the past week 
were not favorable to growing crops and 
the need of rain is felt in all sections. 
Following is the summary of Section 
Director J. B. Marbury's latest bulie- 

tin: 

“The weather ‘conditions durthg the 
past week were not at all favorable to 
growing crops; the dry ‘winds were very 
detrimental to all growing crops. Cot- 
ton has deteriorated considerably, espe- 
cially in the middle and southern coun- 
ties, where lice and black rot have in- 
creased, and in some localities the plants 
are beginning to wilt. Corn is doing fair- 
ly well, but needs rain badly; it is silk- 
ing and tasseling in some sections of the 
south. Wheat threshing is in progress, 
and the yields are very satisfactory. Mel- 
'ons are rather poor, some are ripening. 
Peach shipments are increasing steadily. 
Blackberries are plentiful. Many streams 
and wells are becoming very low. General 
rains are much needed.”’

WHITE CONVICTS 
ATTEMPT ESCAP 


Wright, with Two Weeks To 
Serve, Fatally Shot 


‘ Between Guards and Fleeing Pris- 
oners, and Several Were 
Seriously Injured in. 
General Melee. 


By E. C. Bruffy. 
Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., June 2!.—(Special.)—A band 
of ten white convicts of the Bibb coun- 
ty chain gang fnade a carefully planned 
attempt at mutiny this afternoon and 
a desperate battle between them and the 
gUards ensued, during which C. &. 
Wright, who had, only two more weeks 
to serve, was fatally shot and two other 
convicts were disabled by gunshot 
wounds, one man, thought to be the 
ringleader, escaping. 

The other men shot by the guards were 
George Moss, who was hit in the right 
leg by a load of buckshot, and Baker 
Carmichael, whose right leg was per- 
forated by a winchester ball just below 
the thigh. Wright, whose lease on life 
is very short, has confessed the details 
of the plot, designed to cause the death 
of the entire force of guards and lead 
to the release of all the prisoners, only 
the pugnacity displayed by one of the 
guards defeating the bloodthirsty men 
in their work. 

Wright states that J. C. Jones, who 
Was recently convicted of attempting tu 
stea] a private launch on the Ocmulgee 
river, and whose desperate attempt ‘to 
€scape arrest leads many to believe he 
was a professional crook, suggested the 
mutiny and planned all of the details 
some weeks ago. Lately the chain gang 
have been at work on the Columbus 
Toad, about 4 miles from Macon, and 
it was decided to make the attempt 
there. This afternoon, as the gang 
was being marched to camp, the move 
was made, two or three convicts at- 
tacking Guard Ben Howard and at- 
tempting to take his gun away from 
him. 

Guard Howard resisted the attack on 
him So well, using his gun as a club on 
his attackers, the outbreak was delayed 
long enough to allow Cliff George, an- 
other guard, to come to his assistance 
and, beating off the mutinous convicts, 
whose number had by that time been 
increased to ten, the two guards be- 
gan using their guns. 

Wright, the man who led the attack 
on Howard, was the first man shot, and 
then Carmichael and Moss fell, but in 
the meantime the remainder of the gang 
broke for liberty and it was only after 
a hard chase that they were recaptured, 
the guards being aided by reinforce- 
ments which had been attracted by the 
shots.

EPLY TO ATLANTA

Answer Is Mode to Charges of 


Rate Discrimination, 


Hearing Was 
Before Railroad Commission. 
Rates on Several Commodi- 
ties Reduced—Witnosses 
on the Stand. 


Traffic men representing the importan* 
railroads of Georgia appeared before thé 
railroad commission yesterday and made 
their answers to the recent complaint of 
the Atlanta Freight Bureau of unjust 
freight discriminations against Atlanta. 

Traffic representatives of the Southern, 
Seaboard Air Line, Central of Georgia, 
Atlanta and West oPint, Western and 
Atlantic, Georgia railroad and the At- 
lantic Coast Line read extended and de- 
tailed replies to the petition filed by the 
Atlanta Freight Bureau, showing why, 
in their judgment, there was no reason 
for the reduction in freight rates as 
asked. 

This concluded, the railroad men stat- 
ed they had no witnésses to put on the 
stand, but W. A. Wimbish, attorney for 
the bureau, stated he would like to in- 
terrogate séveral of the railroad men 
with regard to their answers. At the 
afternoon session W. A, Winburn, vice 
president of the Central of Georgia, was 
On the stand for about an hour, after 
Which T. C. Powell, freight traffic man- 
eger of the Southern, answered ques- 
tions asked by Mr. Wimbish and Super- 


intendent H, T. Moore for about the |

The hearing was then concluded for 
the day, Mr. Wimbish stating that he 
would like to hear from several other 
traffic men before concluding the mat- 
ter. Thése he specified and they will go 
On the stand this morning. 


Some Rates Reduced. 


Before going into the detailed answers 
to the bureau's petition, the railroad 
men filed a joint answer in which they 
announced that reductions had already 
been made in several of the rates com- 
piained of. That portion of the joint 
answer showing the reductions male is 
as follows: 

“The joint and several answer of the 
Southern, Central of Georgia. Seaboara 
Air Line, Atlantic Coast Line, Georgia, 
Atlanta and West Point, and the Western 
and Atiantic railroad companies to the 
petition of the Atlanta freight bureau

What the Roads Claim. 


Tt is practically impossible to present, 
except in a general way, the attitude of 
tne railroads with reference to Atlanta's 
complaint. 

With regard to the request for reduc- 
tions in rates between Atlanta and Sa- 
vannah and between Atlanta and Bruns- 
wick {in both directions, the railroads 
claim that the sweeping reductions asked 
would be unjust and unreasonable; that 
they would necessitate similar reduc- 
tions from every other manufacturing 
and distributing center in’ tae state; 
that practically- all stations within 70 
miles of the ports would participate in 
these reductions; that a broker in Sa- 
vanmih would be able to buy Atlanta 
goods and ship them to points up to 70 
miles from Savannah cheaper than thes 
rould be snipped from Atlanta to those 
points: that the reductions asked for 
would cause the loss of a large revenue 
to the railroads; that in the event all 
ratet within the state were lowered in 
accordance with the petition of the 
freignt bureau, it would mein a loss in 
revenue annually to the ratlroads of the 
state of more than $2,000,000. 

With regard to the matter of securing 
reductions in interstate rates through 
application to the _ interstate commerce 
commission, it was claimed that the At- 
tanta freight bureau aad put on frial a 
large number of railroads which had 
never been given notice and which could 
not. therefore, appear in their own be- 
half. These roads wer the lines outside 
of Georgia, on wnaich the vast amount of 
this triffic originates, and they constl- 
tute, it was stated, more than 96 per 
cent of the mileige involved. 

The question of water competition was 
also brought in, it being shown that At- 
lanta without this advantage necessa- 
rily had aigher rates in many respects. 
This had reference principally to the 
rates from Virginia cities to Savannah 
and Brunswick. and also to rates from 
southern Georgia to Memphis and other 
western points which have water compe- 
tition from tne gulf up the Mississippi 
river. 

The noint was also made in some of 
the answers that Atlanta had prospered 
and grown despite the rates and that her 
manufacturers and distributors contin- 
ued to do the business. 

Mr. Wimbish will put up several more 
Witnesses for eross-examination this 
morning, and. it is expected the nearing 
will be concluded today.

J. W. Carmichael Will Probably Die 
From His Injuries—Walter Kil- 
born Has a Narrow Escape.

By the sudden and unexpected breaking 
of a scaffold beneath their feet, J. W. 
Carmichael and Walter Kilburn, two tank 
builders, were hurled to the botiom of an 


Wagon Company, East Point, yesterday a | 
few minutes before 2 o’clock, and Car- | 
imichael, it is believed, will die from his | 
injuries. 

| The men had a terrible fall. The huge 
itank rests upon a base that is fully 
125 feet above the ground, and 
ithe tank itself is 30 feet 
ithe tank could be heard:-many hundred 
‘close and stifling, and the men could 
‘to the bottom and struck upon the hara 
iron bottom. The timbers of which the 
‘scaffold was constructed went down with 
‘the two men, and the noise of the plaX{nks 
‘and beams striking against the sides of 
ithe tank could be heard many hundreds 
‘yards away. 

| At the bottom of the tank the air was 
‘close and stiffling, and the men could 
not be rescued until a derrick was made 
to hau} them to the top. 

| Quickly a large crowd gathered and the 
‘people stood outside the factory inclosure 
watching the rescuers as they hoisted Kil- 
Ipburn and Carmichael to the top of the 
‘tank and then lowered: them to the 
| ground. 

| The tank is being built for the White 
|'Hickory Wagon Company by the R. D. 
Tole Manufacturing Company, and its ca- 
'pacity is 60,000 gaflons. It is nearly com- 
| pleted, ang yesterday the foreman and 
lthree men were preparing to take away 
lthe scaffold across the top of the tank. 
‘For some unknown reason the supports 
to the scaffold gave way and Kilburn and 

Carmichael went down with the debris, 
The alarm was given, and as quickly as 
| possible pulleys and ropes were secured 
and the work of rescue begun. | 
| Hauled Up in a Chair. | 
| Both men were found at the bottom of | 
the tank. Kilburn was able to stand up, 
and said he did not believe he was seri- 
‘ously hurt. Carmichael lay on the iron 
| floor with pieces of the seaffold about | 
him. He was unconscsuus. 

A chair was lovered into the tank and 
‘Carmichael was tied in it. Slowly he 
'was hoisted to the top and then as gently 
‘as posible lowered to the earth. A phy- 
siclan was on hand, and he examined the 
| wounded man's injuries, an¢ :uted thar 
his jaw bone was broken, the back of his 
skull fractured and his body «--fsed and 
swollen.

Nations Should Control Alt 


Prominent Atlanta Attorney Ad- 
dresses North Carolina Bar Asso- 
ciation on World Politics, 
Speaking on Subject “When 
Conquest Is a Duty.”

The orator urged that such conquests 
must be undertaken for the direct benefit

He urged that the lead- 
ing powers of the world today, including 
the United States of America, are the 
outgrowth of conquest, and that the law 
of the survival of the fittest otbains 
everywhere, even in government. 

The speaker named as the six world 
powers fitted to establish a world pro- 
tectirate for smaller countries, to to phys- 
ically absorb them, the United States, 
England, France, the German empire, 
Russia and Japan. He declared China a 
menace to the world and that this coun- 
try should umpire its territorial] division 
among the powers involved. 

When Conquest Is a Duty. 


Mr. Smith spoke in part as follows: 

“I shal] avoid discussion of the propriety 
of our Own expansion; that expansion has 
ceased to be an abstraction and has be- 
come an accomplished fact. .Whether or

When Conquest Is Right. 


“‘An act in itself good, if promoted by an 
unholy Motive, cannot in the fullest sense 
be a geod act. This is a ntional as well 
AS a personal proposition. A conquest 
cannot in the fullest sense be right, where 
the conqueror is influenced merely by lust 
of power or greeq for territorial expan- 
sion. ‘Where, however, there is a full 
realization of the conditions of the con- 
quered and where they require a change, 
and where the conqueror expects to bene- 
fit, not only the world at large, but the 
conquered people, there is no reason why 
the incidental glory, territory and power 
achieved by the conqueror should be an 
unholy ambition. 

“The existence of each of the great 
world powers of today is founded on con- 
quest. The possesgsors of the soil of each 
civilized nation today acquired that pos- 
session by destruction at some date more 
or less remote, of its original inhabitants 
and possessors. [I lay down boldly the 
proposition that today all government 
is founded on might and that whén any 
government has ceased to discharge its 
mission to the nations of the earth, its 
right to exist has terminated and the 
great powers of the world should termi- 
rate it. No nation today is inhabited by 
the original owners of the soil. The law 
of survival of the fittest permits and di- 
rects that the fit should survive, even if 
it be hy the destruction of the unfit.

| gration until we fix permanently the 
'status of the noncompetent countries.” 
THE EASTERN MIX UP.... . 

The speaker referred to Russ 
to possess Manchuria, the desire of Eu- 
ropean powers to subdivide China and 
England’s aggressions in Tibet. 

China has been a menace since first 
commefce became world-wide. Eeach 
‘year it grows worse—unscrupulous, inca- 
i\pable. treacherous, and cowardly, China 
‘and Chineses people will, sooner or later, 
‘involve the world in a great war, unless 
‘some solution is reached, and the only 
‘solution is the dismemberment of China 
‘and its partition among the powers. ‘I'nen, 
‘and only then, will China cease to be a 
i'menace; and then, and only then, witnin 
| the period of history, will its people re- 
iceive proper government. 

The Japanese war has already shown 
that Russia will most probably be driven 
out of Manchuria. Japan, even if success- 
ful in this, cannot reach HKussia to seri- 
ously wound her for many a year. Should 
ithe unexpected happen. and Hussia drive 
Jaran into the sea, it would he many 
and many a year before she could reach 
and further wound Japan. In either 
event. the continual struggle is apt to 
‘involve, sooner or later, the other powers; 
jand ehould it not do so, the other powers 
will soon or later see the necessitv of 
‘intervention. Should Russia succeed in 
‘driving Japan from the mainland. and 
‘succeed in the geeizure and conquest of 
ithe islands of Japan, she would prob abliv 
|\seek to annihilate that empire, which 
|'would in its turn call for the intervention 
laf other civilized nowers. Snould Japan 
‘be able to drive Russia from Manchuria 
land follow the Russian bear to its frozen 
den, it would be a great temptation to 
her. to aecept the leadershin of China 
and of the vellow race which far sur- 
passes in number the white race, and 
menace to our entire civilization.” 

Mr. Smith then recited the historical 
events that lead up to the annunciation 
af the ‘‘Monroe Doctrine.”’ 

“This ‘The Monroe Doctrine’ was the 
‘annunciation of a great principle; a prin- 
ciple which seems to me, however, to be

Chicago, June 2!.—There will be neo 


‘more horse racing at Washinkton park | 


‘this year, and a report was in circula- 


tion tonight that the track where so , 
‘many American Derbies have been de- | 


cided will be abandoned. The stand taken 
by the city authorities prohibiting betting 
in any form at the track is responsible 
for the curtailment of the present meet- 
ing. With the eHmination of the booke- 
maker, race-goers refused to patronize 
the track, and during the last two days 
‘not enough money was taken in at tne 
gates to pay the employees of the track, 
to say nothing of the purses for the 
races, which amounted to an average of 
$4,000 a day. 

After the races had been run off today 
the directors of the club held a meeting 
to consider the advisability of continuing 
the meeting for the full twenty-five days, 
despite the large sum of money tnat 
would be lost, and the decision was 
reached to close the gates for the present 
meeting at least. The announcement was 
made by Secretary Howard that all 
stakes left to be decided had been de- 
clared off. Among the stakes left unde- 
cided are the Hyde Park stakes, the 
Sheridan handicap, the YOung handicap, 
and the Wheeler handicap. 

A proposition was made to Secretary 
|'Howard to run some of these stakes at 
the other tracks, but it was refused, 
Mr. Howard declaring that if they could 
not be decided at Washington park they 
would not be run at all. 

When the edict by Mayor Harrison 
against betting at tne track was issued 
last week it was believed by the offi- 
cials of the club that their patrons would 
be willing to pay admiss‘on to the park 
‘to witness the races regardless of the
